Washinotox, .Tilly 20.— Tho scnat 
will .iccwlt! to tho request of the hous*.; 
for another cotifereiici^ on the tariff bill 
and it8 conferrees will return to tho 
meeting with thoee of tho house au 
trammeled by any ipedfio instmotioiu 
whatvrer. This was the oondnston of 
the Democratio mnatcrial cancao, which 
adjonmed sine die a fow minutes after 
5 o'clock yesterday, uftor a two tlavs 
sitting. While the cancns did not eoui- 
uiit itself to any (iefiiiite line of poli 'y 
in so many WDrds, the eonfen'ee.s f< 
with their Deiiioera^ic. eollcaxnes th^t 
they understand what a niajoritj' of 
them desire, and they Ixdieve fliis to be 
that they shall stand snb.sfantially for 
the senat'' bill. 

Tliis is nut tlie individual pri fiTence 
of many nor perhaps of a niaiurity of 
the Denux-iatic .■senators, but it repre- 
Hentis tlie opiiiiuii of must of tiiem a« ex- 
pressed in the caucus a.s the only practi- 
cal course open to the Democrats who 
think th!it the i>r(!.sent congress must 
pas."' a liiiii)' bill of Koina kind, whctlier 
It be what they prefer nr not. lu otlier 
words the result of the caucuB which 
has just dosed is the reawertainiiiK of 
what was known when the three days' 
caucus met last March, that it is ini 
practicable tu pass any tarilf hill 
through the senate wiiich does not meet 
the demands of the so-i-allod conserva- 
tive senators asid the Louisiana sen- 
ators. 

It became evident soon after the can 
cni oonvened that the resolution of Sen- 
ator Jarvis to send tho bill back to eon 
ference without iustrnctious was tho 
only course open to the caacos. The 
other propositions presented were tho.se 
of Senator Vilas aud hiti friends, one of 
which provided for instmctions to the 
senate oonferrees to recede from tho 
one-eighth ot a cent differential on re- 
ilaed sugar without anyoUier change 
ia the ragar schedule, and the other to 
sabstdtnte for the present tai-iff sched 
ale a diit7 of 4fi per cent ad valorem 
•withont any differential, and that of the 
oonserratives to inatmct the committee 
to stiiad brthe senate amendments. 

Senator Vilas and two other senaton 
ooposed the latter coarse, and coosenra- 
wn senaton dedaivd absolntdy and 
emphatically that they woold not ao' 
cept the Vilas propoaitko to recede from 
the differential, even thoo^ the ad 
Tekram should be increased to 48 per 
cent or any other sum within reason. 
Senator Sinith declared that snoh a 
change meant th^ shotting down of tho 
,f«ftaers in his state, the t&rowing of 
'thooiands of men ont of emplorment, 
and a general distwbanoe of inanstrial 
conditions such as he oonld not con- 
template with composure and would not 
accept. 

The Louisiana senators indicated a 

willingness as tiiey had done the prO' 
rious (lay, to accept the anbstitution of 
a 46-pt r-cent duty straight. The propo- 
sition did not, however, meet ^vitll gen- 
eral favor as the wisest course to piu'suc 
in view of the hostility of the New Jer- 
sey senator and those who lU'ted with 
him, aud in view of the fact that several 
senators wlio stated that they agreed 
witn -Mr. Vilas in his oppositi<iii to tho 
Bng;Li' trust as a matter of principle, 
advised in favcjr of the cessation of all 
efforts to give formal instructions. 

There have iH'cn ie\v .sicret cotifi^- 
•nces from which .su many ccjnflictiug 
reports omanafed, and it was apparent 
that each senator took away au under- 
standing to suit hiin.self as to what im- 
plied instructions the conferrees were 
uii<l"r. Some felt that the senate bill 
would be adhered to, and others that 
the main point of dittV'reuce, the one- 
eighth of a cent per pound on rehned 
sugar, was to be eliminated aud perliaps 
a new sugar sched iilo presented. But 
from those seuators who have bein 
managing the bill the statement cume, 
with forcseftU emphasis, that upon the 
nudn propositions upon wliich the 
booses diliered — sugar, coal and iron 
ore t here would be no change; from the 
senate bill wheu it was returned from 
conference. One thing whiidi every one 
felt assured of wiu that 4a votes oonld 
be counted on to send the bill back to 
conference. 

The spceciies yt sterday were general- 
ly shorter than those of the day before, 
and were as a rule devoted to advising 
a strenuous effort to secure party har- 
mony on the basis of a bill which would 
receive the support of 48 members of the 
senate. Senator Vilas spoke in general 
terms of the constitutional rif ht of. the 
house to originate financial legislation, 
without denjrbu: the oonoonant right 
of the senate, he suggested that the 
house privilege in this respect ooold not 
be ignored with complaoencj or safety. 
He cautioned the canons in strong terms 
to avoid nil appearance' of flMroriug 
monoiiolies in view of tha pWBt ftoel> 
iug on that subjct. 

Senators Smith, BlanchardandCaffery 
also made speeches of some length. 
Senator Gorman devoted himself to a 
verbal statement on the parliamentary 
itatns of the bill. (Ireat earnestness was 
exhibited in the speeches of the New 
Jei Louisiana seuators. Other 

s<>ti.i .i> I rule, spoke without any 
uiaiiifi'siation of feeling, aud the meet- 
ing v. a,s, a]rtiM the wholt', far more pleas- 
ant than that of Tuesday. A vast ma- 
jcirity of those who participated in the 
caucus cani'- out when it adjiainietl 
with their faces wreathed in, ujauleii aud 



most of them I'ndlcafecrby tlieir actions 
that tliey iM'lieved they had ii^ugurated 
a line of i)olicy which would itlsure the 
pjussage of a tariff bill. Some of th"m 
who wouH say nothing as to the pro- 
ceedings uf the caucus, announced them- 
selves ns confident of ultimate success 
of the bill. 

The vote on the resolution to send the 
bill to I i>nferenc(; again was not unani- 
mous, ^>cnator Vila.s and a few others 
opposing it and explicitly stipulating 
that their participation in the caucus 
should be c< >n>iil*'r d a^ binding them tO 
support (he rejsjrt of the conference 
committee when again presented. 

Dming th'3 proceedings the attitude 
of the Populist senators, Alhmand Kyle, 
who have generally voted with tho 
Democrats on the tariff bill, was alluded 
to, and due of the sunatorB present stated 
that he had Ix'eu authoriied by Senator 
Allen that he thought the baoatj on 
sugar should be continued for the pres- 
ent. The suggestion was not received 
with favor. 

Senators Hill, Murphy and Irh7 w«ra 
again absent from the oaooos. It ia on> 
dentood that an attempt will be made 
in the ssnate to cony into effect the in- 
structions of the cauoos to have the bill 
sent back to conference. There may be 
some delay oaosed )3j man speech- 
making, but tha senate membets of the 
conference committee are of the opinion 
that the conference will be reopened by 
Friday morning. 

A new phase was given to the discus- 
sion on coal by a proposition that the 
senate rate of 40 cents a ton should 
stand, with a proviso admitting coal 
free from such countries as make a reci- 
procity agreement to admit coal from 
the United States free. This brought 
out considerable conimcnt favorable to 
the proposition and it was ixiinicd out 
that this would give the Canadian coal 
free access to this country and yet com- 
pel Canada to remit her present duty on 
that article. While no agreement was 
reached the expres.sions wi've f;o gener- 
ally favorablt; to the proposition that it 
was regarded as one of the points on 
which a common ground of agreement 
in conference could b<! re.oched. There 
was little discussion of iron ore, and 
nothing wr.s duui! to change the situa- 
tion ou that ai'ticle. . 



In thn Hoime. 

WAsiiiNciTON, .July Jli. — In tho hnnse 
tlu' cwimnuinications wer-^ read which 
pa.ssed between the French goverinui nt 
an<l the American embas.sy at Paris rel- 
ative to the as-assination of I'reside-Mt 
Caruot. The seen tary of the I'l.ited 
States embassy stated tliat the resolu- 
tions of condolence of the house and 
senate were read in the French eiiaiulx r 
of deimties and .senate amid great en 
thusiasm. 

The conference report on the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial appropria- 
tion bill v as laid before the iKHi.se, and 
gave rise to considerable discu.ssion, 
principally on the cKuse giving the 
commissi«>ner of pensions f250,00<) (a 
compromi.se tetween the $200,000 of tlie 
house aud !?;iOO,000 of the senate ) for 
making special examinations. The re- 
port was agreed to. At SKM the house 
adjourned.

Washinoton, July 26.— The president 
last night apiwjinted the commissioners 
who are to investigate tho controversies 
between certain railroads and their em- 
ployes in conne(rti««n with the recent 
railroad strike at Chicago and in tho 
west. The statute under which tho 
commission is unuointed directs that the 
commissioner oi labor shall be o^e of 
the commissioners and that another 
shall be appointed from the state in 
which the controversy arose. 

The commissioners will be Carroll D. 
Wright, John D. Kernan of New York 
and Nichola. . E. Worthington Of Peoria, 
Ills. Mr. Kernan is a well known laW' 
rer in Utioa, N. Y., and a son of ex- 
United Slates Senator Kernan. He has 
been a particoUur and thoroogh students 
of labor questions vaA has written sev- 
eral important contribntions to the lit- 
erature of this subject. He was chosen 
bitcan.se of his undoubted undnrstanding 
of the subject and his well known sym- 
pathy with the laboring classes. 

Nicholas S. Worthington is now a 
judge of the Illinois cixooit eoort. He 
represented the Peoria distelct la oou- 
gresa aboo t eight years ago. 

FO REST FIR B8.

Nkuson, B. C, July '.'(1.— Tho forest 
lires which have been raguig in Slocan 
mining country for the past two weeks 
were fanned into a confirmation by the 
heavy gales yesterday and swept east- 
ward from liew Denver. The towns of 
Three Fortes and Watson were com- 
pletely destroyed, not a building being 
left. The losses can not yet be esti- 
mated, but will run into large figures. 

The Galena Trading company and 
Lemon's store at Three Forks, saved 
nothing, even the books being de- 
stroyed. (:ieorge Hughes, the well 
known mine owner, loses about |20,000, 
all his horses, wagons, stables, etc., be- 
ing burned. So fur as known no lives 
were lost, although there wore many 
narrow escapes. The people of Watson 
war* saved by takin g refuge in a toaael.

Fbamxtobt, Ind., July S6.— William 
Wood, ez-ooimtrf recorder, a prominent 
farmer and stock dealer, has gone away 
and, it is alleged, left beliind him |2o,- 
000 of debts, indudiuK a lai-ge amount 
of forged paper. Wood went away 
several days ago, saying he was going 
to Buffalo. The suspicions of his cred- 
itors werd aroused, and it said au 
investigation which was instituted bos 
alreadv brought to light a considerable 
sum of forged paper. It is said that

TWO HUNDRED HO&SES BURNED

WAsmroTOir, July M. — Clanging 

bells, roaring flamoR, screochitig cugincs 
crashing walls, agoniziug shrit-ks of 
h<>rses tha' were p> ii^hing in the fiery 
furuac( — such was the scene that wiw 
presente<l to eye and ear as Knox's sta 
bles at B and Hocond streets and other 
buildings in that block fell a pre^ to tho 
destructive alement vesterday. 

Not since the big ire in tne patent of 
floe aiaaT yean ago has the fire depart- 
ment of the district had to cope with no 
fierce a conflagration. AU its applianoes 
WW* brought into action, but au efforts 
were unavailing to save the property 
ftam destraotkm. Five brave flremen 
were crushed under the falling wall 
Foot men were injured by falling wall 
and timbers and these were promptly 
removed to the Emergency hospital for 
treatment. Three of the flreinen lost 
their Uvea. 

Over 200 heavy draught horses, nearly 
all of the company's express wagons 
and the contents of the large stor.ig( 
building were burned. The Adams Ex 
press company's stables, adjoining tho 
Knox building to the north, were also 
almost entirely oonsnnied. Alx)ut loO 
horsi's wen- in the Aiiams Express com 
pany's st.-.ble, but all wine taken out by 
the hardes, kind of work on the part of 
citizens and i)oli(-emi'n. 

Eight v'-story houses on the alley 
north of the Knox buililmg, and two 
small frame hou-ses back of the Adams 
stables were destroyed. Six or eigl 
other residence hou.ses were mon- or 
less damaged. Mitchell's blaeksmitl 
shop (jn Seeonrl street was crushed by 
falling \\ alls. 

The total lo.v.-, will exeee<l a <;'iarter of 
a million dollars. The Ixidies of tla; lol 
kjwing n;uned tireinou have been ru' 
covere<l.

One of the Knox stable employes was 
burned, and may die. Fully u uossen 
firemen and poUoemen were overcome 
bv the heat, and had to be canried to 
places of safety.

The warehouse and stables occupied 
over a block. The Are was discovered 
about S:80 o'clock. 

A nimiber of men were deeping 
in the Knox building and were 
awakened by smoke. They found the 
entire rear of the second floor 
of the building in flametf and had hard- 
ly time to escape with their lives. Be- 
fore °th^ had left the building the 
blase had communicated to the 8-story 
rear part of the Adams stables, and was 
darting out of the Mriudows of the sec 
ond and first floora of botik buildings in 
the rear. 

A policeman sent in an alarm through 
a patrol box. It was a still alarm, and 
brought out two comi)anies aud a truck. 

Five minutes later a general aJivrm 
was tunieil m, and in live minutes more 
the entire lire department of the city 
was at hand. Every cHinipany and 
evt'ry lireman was needed. A hotter 
fire never wagi d. The (lames poured 
in great sheets from she do<irs and win 
(lows of the great stables. All tlii; 
was in a very few minutes. A hun- 
dred men ran into the Adam.^ sial 
and cut U;ose the 150 horses they con- 
tained. The animals wore OOt loose 
aud turned into the street. 

Tho horses of the Knox company 
could uot l>e reached. There were I'O.'i 
of them and they were on the second 
story of the building, which was a 
seething mass of flames. 

The Knox building was a 4-stA)iy 
structm-e of brick. On the first floor 
were the heavy wagons of the concern; 
on the second lh)or the hor.ses; on the 
third and fourth floors huv in lan;e 
quantities and merchandise of all kinds, 
which had been stored with the com- 
pany. 

AJiother 4 story building of the Knox 
company, facing o:i .Second street and 
connected with the stables, separat«d 
only by a thin brick wall, was tuad en- 
tirely for suirage purposes. It was 
packed from basement to roof with fur- 
niture and merchandise. It is in this 
building that the gpreatest loss occurred. 
The heat was so mteuse that the fire- 
men were obliged to throw water on 
each other repeatedly in order that they 
might continue at their posts. The men 
who hod to hold lines of hose on the B 
street front of the Knox building were 
obliged to he flat and hold their faces 
to the pound, so awful was thC heat. 
A portion of the wall of the rear of the 
Adams building fell into theaUeyand 
across the back exit. The membm of 
hose company No. 1 and several men 
of other companies were caught inside 
of thabuildinf. 

Fire Chief Paris roshed to the resona. 
Half a dozen leads of hose were tamed 
upon the bumin« mass, which had 
fallen in front of tne exit. Asthebrioks 
cooled slightly 90 firemen and aa manv 



poiicemeil ru-^ied Info flie buifding. rr 
was an awful risk. The walls of the 
Knox buildiug were tottering, .\t any 
moment th- y migiit fidl and er>i-li the 
smaller .\dams building under them. 

In a moment the rn.scuers emerged 
from wliiit was thought to be a death 
Jilt, In tlieir arms tliey dragged the 
fiodii s of three liremen who had Im . m 
hurt by falling liricks. Whib' they were 
inside the heat had been so in.sense that 
they were aim -St baked alive. Their 
comrades were also scorched and singtxl. 
All were (trag;.^ back to the opposite 
sidewalk.

Eight a-story ftrame houses on the 
Berth alley caught fire. Tber were al- 
lowed to bum. Water and hose ooold 
not be wasted upon them. Their occu- 
pants had long since left them, and for 
IS minutes bricks had been crashing 
through the roofs. 

Fire started firom the roof s of all the 
near dwolUngs. Ladders were brought 

Sta use, and dtiaens and policemen 
ok the places of the exhausted fire- 
men, ana kept the fire from spreading. 

The hay and light material with 
which the buildings were filled made a 
fleroe fire. The flames darted high 
into the air, and made the Capitol, sev- 
eral blocks away, standing ou the hill 
agoiust the black sky, Utt a building 
painted in flame.

Wasdinoton, July ao.— The senate 
committee on territories, in ordering re- 
ports on the bills tor the admission of 
Arizona and New Mexico, have amend- 
ed them so as to provide for the final 
admissioB with representation in con- 
gress at the some time aa Utah. When 
the bill for Arinma passed the house, it 
contained a constitution which had al- 
ready been adopted. The senate struck 
out this provision gnd a new constitu- 
tion must be adopted. It is understtMxl 
that the bills will not be culled up thi;j 
session ia the senate, but that enriy in 
the short session thev will be p.issed.

Fba.nkkort, Ind., July Richard 
Gates, who last tiimday night claims to 
have been waylaid and robbed of it<'>uo 
belonging to the local benevolent orders 
was arrested yesterday ou the charge of 
embezzlement, and, failing to give bond 
in the sum of |1,000, was placed in jail 
to await trial. His story was not gen 
erally believed at first, and when his 
books were exaadned and found shwt 
several hundred dollars, his arrest was 
determined upon. Gates stoutly main 
tains ti»t he was robbed of his money,

HiLLSBOBO, O.. July 26.— Captain 
Erskine Carson died here yesterday 
Death was due to a bullet woond re> 
ceived at the first battle of Bull Bun, 
which has caused the veteran more or 
less ttonble ever since that memorable 
time. Captain Carson was the author 
of the famous dispatch to OovemcrFor- 
aker asking the fatter not to surrender 
any rebel flogs while he was governor. 
Tms dispatch, with the governor's re- 
ply, was lithographed and sent all over 
the cotutry. 

Bosnmod ^Ith Nonunion Men. 
YOITNOBTOWN, O., July 26.— After a 
tie-up lasting several wedks, owing to a 
strike of its employes, the 'Youngstown 
Streetcar company resumed operation 
with nonunion men. TroOble was an- 
ticipated and while nothing serious has 
occurred so far, an outbreak may occur 
at any time. Ties were piled ou the 
track at the western terminus of ths 
road early in the daj by the strikers 
and oars stoned in the eastern part of 
the ettjt but no one was injured.

Suanquai, July :;iO.— It is reported 
that the 12,000 Chinetn troops, which 

left Taku oil .Tnly •,'(), for Corea, con- 
voyed by eight gunboats, have lauded 
in Coroa. Tho gunboats escorting the 
transjvirfs had instrin tions to fire upon 
tho .hipanese if the latter ob.struct'^d the 
landing of this army. 

The other troops which left Foo Chow 
for the Loo Chow islands are also said 
to have safely reacheil their destination. 

It is stated tiiat if tlie ri'iMirt of the 
landing of the Chinese troops unopposed 
is correct, the prospects of a peaceful 
settlement of the disputes between 
China and Japan are improved, as the 
Chinese fleet of tronspoffs and gunboats 
could scarcely have es('a])ed the vigil- 
ance of .Taiiaiiese w.ir vcsst ls, if tlie la'- 
ter had bei ii preij.iriug to nppd-c iln- 
landing (jf the Chinese f.ii-c Tin,- is 
said to show that .lap^iii now ii.nie 
amenable to the counsels of the treaty 
powers. 

Treaty Between China aad .Tapna. 

Berlin. July 86.— The Cologne Ga- 
aette says that in the treaty coududed 
in IHK.) between China and Japan, em- 
powers both goverunient^ to (h^mand 
that the King of Corea maintain a forcfl 
of troops sufheient tu gu.irautee piifili.- 
safety, and :dso to employ fin'i'it;u (jUi- 
cers to orgaiii/.e the Corean army. 

At the same time, both parties to the 
treaty agreed not to sead their own oi;i- 
<-ers to organi/e the Corean army. Hc- 
yond til'- ( onteiif ion of .hipati that the 
King of Corea has not attend -d to the 
nmiutenanee of public inder the ti )-ms 
of the treaty do uot afford any grounds 
for Japan's interference.

PROFIT SHARING. 

Whilo i-apitn! ain! labor have been suf 
f ritiK losb and oonl'iision in the ert'orls to 
Mttle their differences by force, and 
have fully tleiii 'nptrated that the method 
ia a failure, broad isiiuded men, mindful 
of the power of gentler asfenciee, and of 
the strength of union, have been showing 
that confidence and cooperation between 
employers and employes are wonderful 
iielps in times of baainess .depression, 
says the ConrlerJournal. An article by 
Arthur Reed Kiiiiball in tlui New York 
Independent on the progress of profit 
aharing comes with peculiar timelinesa, 
juHt as labor rctirt'«. bruised and sutler 
ing, from another inell'ectual eflort to get 
what it wanta bjr violence. To labor, 
weary wit !i the iinp(iual conflict, it points 
a surer an<i easier way. To cai)ital suf- 
fering from the constant disturbance, the 
dlHcontent and the interruption of bus- 
iness, it points a remeily within its reach. 
It is a remcily not jmssible so long as 
Buspicion and enmity exist between em- 
ployer and employe, and it has there- 
fore not gained much );round w hile Debs- 
ism was working itself to the boiling-over 
point. Yet the results of experiment^ 

in this direction are shown tO have been 
eminently satisfactory. 

About 100 concerns are sdd by Mr. 
Kimball to be now practicini: prolit-shar- 
ing in this country. So far as known tlie 
pinch of hard times has produced no 
trouble between these concerns and their 
employes, although many, perhaps most 
of them, liave had to reduce wages. Mr. 
Alfred Dolge, the manufacturer of felt 
goods, has been sharing profits with his 
employw for twenty years in the way of 
insurance and retiring pensions. He 
says that it gives stability to his working 
force, and the understanding between 
the wage-payer and the wage-earner is so 
thorouf^ that a cot of 10 percent daring 
the panic waa accepted withoat com- 
plaint. 

The N. O. Nelson Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of St. Louis, ha.s practiced profit- 
sharing on a large scale. After 0 per 
cent has been set aside from the profits 
as the commercial rate ot interest on 
cajiital, and other amounts have been 
set aside for the reserve and the provi- 
dent fund for the benefit of employes, 
the remaining profits are apportioned in 
dividends, 2 per cent, on wages and 1 
per cent, on capital. The company lias 
eatablished at LeClair, 111., a model in- 
dustrial town, free from the features 
which give a suggestion of loss of in- 
dependence at Pullman. Wages were 
reduced 2."> per cent. la.st suiniiier, 'be 
men agreeing readily. In October full 
wages were restored, although the profits 
left no margin for a watrei' divideml — 
the first time this hatl happened since 
the experiment was begtin in 1886. 

These and other experiments in the 
same ur similar lines indicate that the 
key to the solution of labor troubles is 
to give the emj)loye in some way an in- 
terest in the prosperity of his employer, 
whether it be by a provident fund, by 
profit-sharing, by the investment of tlie 
employe's savings in the stock of the 
corporation emidoyinu liim, or by what- 
ever other of the numerous devices that 
readily auggest themselves when wanted.

Weather and Crop Bulletin. 

The weather conditioiiH of last week 
were more favorable to crops than any 
for Home time past. The average tem- 
perature was slivrhtly below the normal, 
and clouily weather which prevailed 
<hirin); tlie greater portion of the week, 
hrouKht file amount of sunphine to con- 
siderahly Icph than thenveraKC. For the 
Hrst time in several weeks, a rainfall 
which may be termed freneral occurred. 
Ah it caiiKj mainly in the form of local 
tlninder storms it is dillicnlt to determine 
with accuracy the average amount for 
the State, but from reports rereived it is 
evide nt that but very lew sections were 
iiiivisited liy showers. They were un- 
evenly distributed, some sections, par 
ticularly the counties in the northern am 
central portions, reporting rains so heavy 
as to cause Blight damage to crops by 
beating them down, while in others onlv 
from light to moderate showers fell. 
There is no doubt, however, that croj is 
generally were greatly benefited. 

Wheat threshing is still in progress in 
some ]ocalitiee,ana the reports regarding 
the yield continnes to be favorable. 

The general ontlook for com is excel- 
lent, though there is some diversity of 
opinion as to its condition. In many 
sections it still needs rain, but as yet 
there are no reports of injury so serious 
that copious rams will not repair it. In 
other portions of the Btate the stand is 
reported to be tlie best in years. The 
rain of the week has greatly improvec 
its a\■era^'e coiiditioii. 

The hay harvest was virtually com- 
pleted diirinj,' tlie week, and reports con 
tinue to indicate a considerable shortage 
in tlie crop, and quality below the aver 
age. 

The few remaining' (ields of oats were 
cut early in the wiiek, and being of the 
atiT ]il:uited jtortion of th# Cldlp the 
yield was t^enerallv fair. 

rnstnres are etfU very i>oor, though 
imjiroved somewhat by the rains of the 
week. There is still considerable com 
plaint of lack of suflicient water for 
stock in many localities. 

Late potatoes look better since tl 
rain, but the early crop which is now 
being harvested is short, though the 
tubers are reported to be M Uiriue and 
quality. 

Reports Irom counties in which hemp 
IS raised iiuli(rat« that the condition ol 
the crop is below the average. 

There is still a wiile dinerence in the 
tone of reports regarding tobacco. Its 
condiUon appears to be better in the 
central oounlise than in the western 
counties of the StatOc The crop is gen 
erally baokward for the season and the 
plants short, though healthy in appear 
ance. Copious rains will assist them 
greatly.
